night. The particulars of the affiiir are 
substantially as follows : 
Yesterday, 
Hearld came to town, and while here 
fell in company with John Saders and 
Dave Puffinberg'T. 
They wera last 
seen together about dark on their way 
toward Hearld's home. They stopped 
about midway at a farm house and all 
left there about ten o'clock. That was 
the last seen of Hearld alive. 
The 
night express on the Cincinnati, Wa- 
bash and Michigan railroad came 
along about eleven o'clock and struck 
the body of Hearld, first picking it up 
and throwing it ahead several feet, 
when the train passed over it about a 
half a mile south of here. As soon as 
the engineer saw it he applied his 
brakes and reversed the engine, and 
as soon MS the train was stopped the 
conductor was told by the engineer 
tbat ho ha i struck 8om<»thing. They 
went back a few feci and found thb 
body, all niangled.

The speech made here to day by 
Col. I. B, McDonald, of Columbia 
City, was the first Demor-ratic f^pe^ch 
made in Pleasant Lak«j for many 
years.
